S^, 
the law , requirii^ as it does far more 
control by the Treasury over min- 
isterial budgets, is likely to provoke 
more arguments. 

The second issue is tbe state 
budgets for religious educational in- 
stitutions. Moda’i and Religious 
Affairs Minister Yosef Burg were 
charged with preparing criteria for 
the distribution of these funds in line 
with Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zamir's recommendations. 

Both Shas and Agudat Yisrael are 
unhappy with the idea of having 
Bug, from the National Religious 
Party, decide how much money in- 
situtions afiSliated with their parties 
will receive. This issue is also urgent 
because the precise distribution of 
the S9 million allocated for these 
institutions must appear in the 
Budget Law.

; In the village of Dir Arabiye, 10 
men tried to escape. Eight were 
idlJed by IDF fire, and two were 
wounded and caught. Rocket- 
propeDed grenades and anti-tank 
rodMts were found in the village, as 
p. wen as two cans containing explo- 
.1 sivm, wtuefa were blown up by sap- 
pets.. 


A number of persons were 
arrested for questioning. 

In Burj R^al, the scene of sear- 
ches and arrests last week, one ter- 
rorist was killed. Several buildings 
were demolished by the IDF. 

Searches were also conducted in 
KelarTura, where aims were found. 

Army sources said tbe policy of 
‘’settling accounts” with the Sbi'ites 
would continue. 

The attacks on the IDF and SLA 
included three with rocket-propelled 
grenades and light arms against the 
IDF in Bidyas. one with light arms 
against the SLA in Hasbaya, one 
with RPG and light anns against the 
IDF in Ras el-Ein, and one with 
RPG and light arms against the SLA 
in Hamus. 

In addition, a local man was found 
dead betide a roadside bomb near 
Bidyas.

Speaking at the 
Commerdal and Industrial Oub in 
Tel Aviv, Levy said that if the with- 
drawal is speed up. 'ilwUI be treated 
by our enemies as a rout,” but added 
that *’we have Nothing to stay in 
Lebanon for.”

Peres - an ice-breaker cutting new paths

BUCHAREST. - Ambassador Zvi 
Brosh,. Israel’s envoy to Rumania, 

• returned to his residence on Friday 
Jmoming with a warm glow in his 
"heart. He had just seen Ifrime Minis^ 

ter Shimon Peres and his party off at 
the end of a Mef and hectic, but 
jcleaily successful, official visit to 
' Bucharest. 

'While his heart glowed, however, 
other parts of Brosfa’s ample ana- 
tomy were numb with cold. He and 
.bis -wife huddled over their little 
^electric fire, crying desperately to 
ytiuw thefr limbs. Beyond tbe narrow 
radius of this heater, the rest of the 
. residence is gripped by the bitter 
chiD of this unprecedently harsh 
Rumanian winter. 

Gas supplies to almost all the city 
are haphazard,' and the diplomatic 
corps suffer . tiong with everyone 
, else. Indeed some foreign govern- 
ments. led by the Soviet Union, have 
pulled out their diplomatic women 
and children until the cold spell 
breaks.. . 

Ironically, it was the very success 

• of the visit which had intensified 
Brosb's discomfort on this occasion. 

; Fog' caused a half-hour delay on 
Peres’s take-off and the Rumanian 

• Prime Minister Constantin De- 
; scalescu, and Foreign Minister Ste- 
: fan Andrei, insisted on standing on 

the icy tarmac waging and waiting 


until the chartered Arkia jet finally 
taxied off. 

Brosb could hardly do otherwise, 
a smile literally frozen on to his face. 

The night before, Andrei had 
pointedly observed to the ambassa- 
dor that Peres was being accorded all 
the diplomatic courtesies normally 
reserved for the head of state of a 
friendly country - a signal honour 
indeed for the Israeli premier in a 
country where fine points of pro- 
tocol, dilated from the top, are 
invested with political import. 

Rumania’s and Israel’s economic 
problems, similar in their severity if 
not in tbeir manifestations, stand in 
stark contrast to the broad, world- 
embracing sweep of their leaders’ 
deliberations. 

Two small countries, beset by 
domestic difficulties, and yet legiti- 
mately eiigaged in a dialogue 
seemingly more suited to superpow- . 
ers. East and West, North and 
South, war and peace, these were 
the great themes of Shimon Peres’s 
five-and-a-half hours of discussions 
with President Nicolae Ceausescu. 

China and the Soviet Union were 
the twin fod of Peres's preoccupa- 
tion in this dialogue with Israel’s 
only friend in the Communist world. 

Could Ceausescu by dint of his 
personal and political standing in 
that worid . help Israel break through 
the wall of cold Inscrutability' and 
hardened hostility? 


“We came here looking for a 
window to the East.” Peres said after 
the talks. Periiaps Aere would be no 
immediate breakthrough; but tiie 
effort to enlist Ceausescu 's advocac)- 
was "an investment for the future; 
and this is the right time to make it.” 

For Ceausescu - though this is not 
openly expressed - the Unk to Israel 
is a useful element in bis constant 
effort to retain a special relationship 
with the U.S. . as p^ of the indepen- 
dent - or at least partially indepen- 
dent - foreign policy course which he 
has so doggedly navigated for so 
many years. 

Thus the two leaders, in their 
dialogue, ranged around the ^obe, 
each of them bringing to the discus- 
sion a lifetime of involvement in 
iotematioual affairs. 

Peres’s emphasis on China and 
Russia and their hitherto hostile and 
uncoDstructive roles in the Middle 
East was a shrewd way of blunting 
the sharp edge of discord between 
Rumania and Israel over the Palesti- 
nians. 

. No sooner had Peres taken office 
than Ceausescu came through 'with 
an offer to arrange a secret meeting 
with Yasser Arafat. The braeli pre- 
mier's polite demurrer did noting 
to cool the Rumanian leader's insis- 
tent ardour for an Israel-PLO rap- 
prochement. 

He continued to see this as tbe key 
to a peace settlement between Arabs 


and Israelis. An international peace 
conference would be. in his view, the 
instrumentality through vriuch Israel 
and tbe Palestinians could resolve 
their historic conflict, which con- 
tinues to threaten world peace and 
stability. 

As a "variation,” Ceausescu 
advocated an international peace 
effort martialled by the UN 
secretary-general. 

Peres’s reply was at once crafty 
and creative. 

Imemational peace-making in the 
Middle East, he argued, would be a 
bad bet for Israel not only because of 
the proliferation of ite Arab foes, in 
any multilateral forum, but also be- 
cause one of the Big Two, and two of 
tile Big Three, would woik agaiiKt 
it, isolate it. and undermine its in- 
terests. After all, that is what they 
have been doing steadily for de- 
cades. 

Who better than Ceausescu, 
Israel's staunch friend in the East - 
de^ite doctrinal and political differ- 
ences-' TO try and change ibis pattern 
of partiality? 

Some Israeli sources tended to 
ascribe a solely cynical motivatioR to 
Peres's tactic. The diances, they 
reasoned, of either China or the 
USSR significantly shifting their 
positions on the Middle East are 
virtuaUy nil. And meanwhQe Peres 
had cleverly tunied aside the brunt 
iCootidued <m Page 2.

That text, released by 
the DFLP. a PLO group opposed to 
the Arafat-Hussein accord spoke in- 
stead of “land for peace.”

Chernenko too ill to speak 


MOSCOW lAP). - President Kon- 
stantin Chernenko was too ill on 
Friday to speak to Moscow voters, 
and another Politburo member 
announced that the 73-year-oId 
Soviet leader had been told by his 
doctors not to attend the meeting. 

It was the most authoritative con- 
firmation of Chernenko's illness in 
the nearly two months the president 
and Communist Party leader has 
been absent from public view. 

But in keeping with the secrecy 
that surrounds all details about the 
Kremlin leadership, there was no 
word on the seriousness of the illness 
that prevented Chernenko from 
speaking to a meeting of voters w ho 
nominated him for a seat in the 
parliament of the Russian Federa- 
tion. 

Viktor Grishin, like Chernenko a 
member of the Communist Party 
Politburo, told the voters the presi- 
dent would not deliver his speech 
and “is not taking part in the meeting 
on doctors’ recommendation." 

Grishin, head of Moscow's Com- 
munist Party, did not elaborate. 
There have been rumours and re- 
ports that Chernenko suffers from 
emphysema or has had a heart attack 
or stroke. 

Grishin was showm on national

television giving the announcement, 
the first time the state-controlled 
media had reported on the subject of 
Chernenko’s health. Western repor- 
ters were not allowed to cover the 
meeting, held in a Kremlin confer- 
ence hail. 

Tass. the Soviet news agency, said 
only lh.^r Chernenko instructed that 
his speech be read at the meeting. 
.According to the text distributed by 
Tass. there was no mention of his 
health.

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Wo friction with EEC 
over Jordan-PLO pact’

Italy understands that the agree' 
ment between King Hussein and 
Yasser Arafat does not signal a turn- 
ing point in the Middle East ctisis. 

Political circles in Jerusalem, in 
tnalcing this comment on Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres's visit to 
Rome last week, also smd that the 
a gr eement between the Jordanian 
king and the PLO chairman has not 
generated any hiction between the 
European Community and Israel. 

If anybody expected the Hussein- 
Arafat meeting to produce dramatic 
results, they were disappointed, 
Jerusalem telieves, especially as 
Arafar made no more than a tactical 
gesture of very modest proportions. 

Peres's visit improved political 
understanding between Italy and 
Israel, The Jerusalem Post was told, 
enhancing the positive dialogue with 
western Eufc^ which open^ when 
Peres visited France in December. 

Peres believes he has convinced 
the Italian leadership that Hussein 
must be Israel's sole partner for 
direct negotiations, and that the 
European Community can help only 
by bringing such negotiations closer. 

Italy does not favour the call for an 
international conference on the Mid- 
dle East issued by Hussein and Ara- 
fat. Peres learned in his talks. 

The prime* minister gor a sym- 
pathetic response to Israel's econo- 
mic demands from the European 
Community in the light of Spain and 
Portugal’s future entry. These in- 


clude unchanged quotas for form 
produce, the same terms for Israel as 
will apply to Spain and Portugal, and 
the conduct of parallel negotiations' 
between the community and Israel 
on the one hand and between the 
community and the two Iberian 
countries on the otiier. 

Peres told a press conference at 
Ben-Gurion Airport when he re- 
turned on Friday that the least Israel 
should expea from the Soviet Union 
before that power participates in 
intemational tfllV-< on the Middle 
East is renewal of relations with 
Israel and a less one-sided stance 
concerning the region. 

• Peres said Rumanian President 
NicoJae Ceausescu believes that the 
best way to make progress toward 
peace in the Middle East would be to 
convene an intemational conference 
with the superpowers participating, 
or to use the UN as a means to that 
goal. 

“We have nothing against the UN. 
but we cannot support such a confor- 
ence given the behaviour of several 
members of the Security Council, 
and others who would be- invited. 
Among those to be invited 
is a power that cut relations 
with us - the Soviet Union, a state 
which has never recogniaed us - 
China, a third state that wane to 
destroy us and a tenor organization 
that shoots Israeli civilians. Wlioev- 
er wants an international conference 
must change its makeup or the inter- 
national conditions existing up to 
now," Peres said.

Mideast talks achieved 
nothing, U.S. concedes

WASHINGTON. - U.S. officials, 
yestod^ conceded that nothing^ sub- 
stantive had been achieved during 
last week's meetings on the Middle 
East In Vienna between American 
-andSoviet diplomats. 

They said the two sid(» had largely 
presented their own well-known 
positions on all of the key issues In 
the region, including the Arab- 
Israeli conflia, tbe kan-Iraq war 
and the situation in Lebanon. 

They said the Soviet representa- 
tive, Vla^mir Polyakov, the ranking 
Middle East specialist in the Foreign 
Ministry, had refused to discuss the 
Soviet presence in Afghanistan, in- 
sisting that that country was not part 
of his regional responsibility. 

The American representative. 
Assistant Secretary of State Richard 
Murphy, had been instructed to raise 
Afgl^nistan as well as other Soviet 
actions often condemned by the 
West. 

According to U.S. officials, Mur- 
phy told Polyakov that tbe U.S. saw 
no useful Soviet diplomatic role in 
the peace process until the Kremlin 
leadership first restored diplomatic 
relations with Israel and eased the 
plight of Soviet Jewry. 

Secretary of State George Shultz 
was reported to have penonally in- 
structed Murphy to bring up the 
matter of Soriet Jewry during the 
two days of taifa in Vienna. 

At a nationally televised White 
House news conference last Thurs- 
day night. President Ronald Reagan 
played down the importance of the 
meetings. 

“These talks were not - had no- 
thing to do with negotiations or 
anything of that kind," he said. "We 
simply felt that it was time to ex- 
change views with each other and 
make sure that there couldn't be any 
miscalculations that could lead to 
some kind of confrontation or prob- 
lem." 

Asked whether the Soviets were 
Still pressing for a direct role in tbe 
peace process. Reagan replied that 
he had not yet receiv’ed a foil report 


on the meetings. But he said the 
Soviets have proposed an interna- 
tional conference on the Arab- 
Israeli conflia. 

“They have tended to suppon the 
idea of a great international meet- 
ing," Reagan said. "We don't fovOdf 
that. We- don't believe that there 
should be that many bands in the 
pot, just as we're not envisioning any 
participation in negotiations." 

“We have said we'll stand by and 
we'll help in any way we can, but 
^ese negotiations must be between 
tbe Arabs ud the Palestinians and 
the Israelis," the president said. 
Israel's Ambassador in Washin^tn 
Meir Rosenoe met yesterday with 
Vice-President Geoige Bush at the 
White House to review all sorts of 
issues. Bush is embarkzzig on a trip to 
Africa later this month, including a 
visit to the Sudan. 

Regarding the U.S. -Soviet talks 
on the Mid^e East, The New York 
Times on Friday quoted State De- 
partment officials as saying that 
Murphy and Polyakov had ‘talked 
past each other." 

The newspaper quoted an un- 
named U.S. official as acknowledg- 
ing that “the meeting was probably a 
mistake as far as Mideast diplomacy 
was concerned, but a success in 
terms of Soviet-American rela- 
tions." He said that "it is important 
to engage the Russians across tbe 
board, even if there are no agree- 
ments or anything like that. " 

On Thur^y. the State Depart- 
ment said that no folio w-on meetinp 
with the Soviets have been planned. 

There have been increasing news 
reports here in recent days st^^st- 
ing that Jordan's King Hussein may 
be invited to Washington later this 
year, perhaps as early as May. Tbe 
Americans have been somewhat en- 
couraged by the reported Jordanian/ 
PLO agreement on getting involved 
in the peace process, although they 
remain uncertain about all the de- 
tails. 

They expect to hear more about 
them when Egyptian President Hos- 
oi Mubarak arrives hr Washington in 
mid-March.

She returned with neighbours to 
try to save the other two children, 
but failed. Firemen and Magen 
David Adorn medics brought out the 
body of the infont and took the other 
child to a hospital. 


Petrol bomb hurled at tour bus 


A 24-hour curfew was imposed 
Friday evening on the casba in Heb- 
ron after a petrol bomb was thrown 
at a bus belonging to a Nazareth tour 
company. There were no casualties 
in the incident and the bus was not 
damaged. 

A bus which arrived at the Jeba- 
liya refugee camp in the Gaza Strip 
to collea labourers for work in Israel 
was burned Friday by three masked 
men. The driver of the bus said that 
one of the three carried a hand- 
grenade, and that the group forced 
him and his passengers off the bus 
before setting it on fire. 

Two suspects were later arrested. 
The incident was the third reported 


attack this mooch on buses canying 
Arab labourers from the territories 
to Israel. Last week a bus was 
burned under identical circumst- 
ances south of Hebron. 

Israel Radio reported last night 
that securi^ measures have b^n 
stepped up in the Gaza Strip follow- 
ing a recent increase in tenor attacks 
in the area.

Senior Justice Ministry 
official Pua Albeck received urgent request from 
the Defence Ministry for legal opinions on the 
ownership status of the land at Tel Rumeida. She 
was told ±at the matter was “top priority."

Admittedly, we are in the realm of 
the hypothetical. No change is im- 
mediateiy or imminently likely 
either in Peking or in Moscow, and 
notfaing of practical importance is 


likely to ensue forthwith from the 
PereS'Ceausescu dialogue. But a 
marker has been put down. 

Peres, in contrast to his two prede- 
cessors. has drawn upon bis own and 
his movement's Weltanschauung to 
remind us that the political philoso- 
phy of "The Whole World Is Against 
Us." the doarinal underpinning of 
the Likud years, is not necessarily, 
not inevitably, the only beacon by 
which to steer Israel’s delicate and 
dangerous course among the na- 
tions. 

Today's hypothesis can sometimes 
become tomorrow’s reality. And the 
prime minister has signalled that 
significant changes in Israel's inter- 
national position would produce a 
serious reconsideration by Jeru- 
salem of its perceptions of tbe paths 
to peace. 


Phalange delegation meets with Assad 


DAMA^US. - A high-powered 
I delegation of tbe Phalange Party.

Jemayel turned to Syria for help to 
end the Lebanese civil war after tbe 
collapse of the U.S. peacekeeping 
effort last February. 

After tbe meeting, a Phalangist 
delegation spokesman said the t^ks 
with Assad dealt with “political and 
security issues in Lebanon . including 
the opening of intemational high- 
ways" linking Beirut with northern 
and eastern Lebanon. 

Assad's spokesman said the Sy- 
rian president renewed bis pledge to 
provide every assistance needed to 
“resist Israel's occupation of South 
Lebanon and restore normal life in 
the whole of Lebanon."

Strauss: Germany should 
sell tanks to Saudi Arabia 


BONN (Itim). - Bavarian head of 
state Franz Josef Strauss has touched 
off a storm on the eve of an official 
visit to Israel by saying that West 
Germany should agree to a Saudi 
request to buy advanced Leopard-2 
ta^. 

Strauss, who is to come to Israel 
on *ruesday as guest of Premier Shi- 
mon Peres, said last week that Ger- 
many should sell the Saudis the tanks 
because it would mean work for 
German foctories and. because if 
Germany did not sell the Saudis such 
weapons, other nations would. 

He stated that Saudia Arabia is a 


stabilizing force in the Nfiddle Ekst. 
and added that Israel, in view of its 
ov^m arms deals around the world, 
should understand Germany's posi- 
tion. 

Strauss and Peres, then in tbe 
Defence Ministry, first worked 
together 25 years ago when they 
arranged the first Israeli-Germap 
arms deal. 

Strauss's comments drew strong 
criticism from newspapers owned by 
Axel Springer. BUd said that Straus 
was “turning reality upside down." 
Die Welt wrote that Saudi ArabiA 
had declared holv war on Israel.

How urgent are **urgent motions"? 

Seven MKs last Monday submitted urgent mo- 
tions for the agenda on changes proposed by the 
National Insurance Institute regarding the rights 
of recipients of old-age and invalids' pensions. 

When the Presidium ruled them not urgent, 
some of the sponsors appealed to the House 
Gimmittee, in which four of the seven sponsors 
are members. The committee over-ruled the Pres- 
idium. 

The motions appeared last on a list of IS 
motions, including seven urgent ones. Like the 
one on yerida, and that on the National Insurance 
pensions, some were initiated by sev'eral MICs. 
meaning separate speeches by ail. 

Although some of the motions were scratched 
in the course of the sitting, which began at 1 1 a.m.. 
by the rime the last morion came up for debate it 
was already 5:40 p.m.. later than the usual 
Wednesday quitting time. 

Just before he adjourned the sitting at 7:30. 
Deputy Speaker Dov Ben-Meir noted that two of 
the seven sponsors. Shevah Weiss (Alignment) 
and Matin^u Peled (Progressive List), had not 
stayed to speak, and that Ran Cohen (CRM) had 
not remained to hear the minister’s reply. So what 
was so urgent about their motions? 

That is why Speaker Shlomo Hillel tried to 
abolish the institution of urgent motions. The plan 
was to increase the number of regular motions, so 
that the same subjeas could be raised under that 
heading. And since regular motions are now heard 
every Wednesday, and not every other Wednes- 
day, which was originally the case, nothing truly 
urgent need suffer delay. , 

But it was Dov Ben-Meir himself who rallied 
the Alignment members of (he House Committee 
to oppose any change in the present system. And 
Ben-Meir has not kept his promise to propose, at 
least, that the right of appeal to the House 
Committee be abolished.

Alleged Nazi to face extradition hearing 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP). - U.S. 
District Judge Frank Battisti ruled 
on Thursday that alleged Nazi camp 
guard Jo^ Demjanjuk must face a 
hearing on an Israeli request that he 
be extradited to stand trial on war 
Climes charges. • 

Battisti set March 12 for the hear- 
ing. 

Demjanjuk, 64, a retired auto 
worker, is accused of being a guard 
known as “Ivan the Terrible" at the 
Treblinka death camp in Poland dur- 
ing World War H. 


During a 1981 denaturalization 
hearing, several Treblinka survivors 
identified Demjanjuk as Ivan, and 
the U.S. government used an identi- 
fication card showing Demjanjuk 
had been at a Nazi training camp as 
evidence. 

Demjanjuk consistently has de- 
nied he is Ivan, but Battisti stripped 
him of his U.S. citizenship in 1981 
after finding that Demjanjuk had 
lied on a visa application when be 
entered the U.S. in the 1950s.

'However, experienced Israeli 
pilots said, the Boeing 747 pilots 
acted correctly when they started 
descending after losing one en^e, 
since, at the height the Boeing was 
then flying, the air was too thin to 
reactivate the en^e. 

But that does not explain why the 
other engines were shut. Some ^ots 
Speculated they were not shut, and 
that there may have been some 
wTong indications in the cockpit. 

Nor it is clear why the Jumbo 
phinged nine kilometres in two mi- 
nutes. 

' One experienced jnlot suggested 
that the passenger cabin may have 


depressurized, and that called for 
the emergency descent. To go down 
quickly engines are shut off and all 
planes in the vicinity are warned by 
radio to move aside clear a path . 

An emergency descent is essential 
to save the passengers’ lives in a case 
of pressure loss. During a routine 
flight, cabin pressure is kept at the 
equivalent of that which exists at an 
al^de 6,000 to 7,000 feet (some 2 
kilometres high). If the air escapes 
oxygen masks automatically drop 
over the seats, but they can provide 
oxygen for only a few minutes. 

One pilot noted diat when de- 
pressurization occurs, the difference 
between pressure inside the blood 
vessels and outside is so great they 
explode. At a height of 36,000 feet, 
at a temperature of minus SO degrees 
centigrade and without oxygen, a 
person will die within four seconds, 
he said. ' 


Even if the passengers are saved, 
they will suffer brain damage, he 
added. Therefore, the pilots dive to 
an altitude of some two kilometres. 
That is approximately the level at 
which the C^ina Airlines plane level- 
led off. 

But that does not ^lain why the 
pilot lowered his landing gear. Some 
pUots speculated the wheels went 
down b^ause of a mechanical fault 
or because the pilot had difficulties 
handling the aircraft. 

For whatever reason, the wheel 
doors reportedly came down when 
the plane was flying too fast. The 
door tore off and apparently hit 
some of the controls. 

All the pilots utterviewed insisted, 
however, that there can be 1,(X)1 
reasons for the events, and real 
reasons should be available in a 
report expected within weeks.

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Eitan and Pa’il agree: Maintain IDF morality

Fonner chief of general staff 
Rafael Eitan, and Aluf-Mishne 
(res. ) Meir Pa'il. at opposite ends of 
the political spectrum, have both 
urged the Israel Defence Forces to 
explain to soldiers that the “strong 
hand" policy in Lebanon does not 
mean abandoning the army's moral 
standards. 

During a programme on Kol Yis- 
rael yesterday, some soldiers sta- 
tioned in southern Lebanon express- 
ed the view that we should "give it to 
^em good" and "lay down the Jaw" 
in villages which harbour terrorists. 

When the IDF goes into a village 
in the wake of a terrorist attack, they 
said, women and children are sent to 
obstruct the soldiers because the 
terrorists know Israelis won't shoot 


women and children . But the South 
Lebanese Army does shoot women 
and children, and gets results, the 
soldiers said. "Maybe in Lebanon 
we have to do as the Lebanese do," 
they said. 

Pa'il replied that Soviet and Syrian 
tactics against rebels and opponents, 
aside from their moral reprehensibil - 
iiy, are simply inefficient and don't 
get results. Eitan also said des- 
troying tillages does not solve the 
problem. 

“During Operation Litani. there 
was a case where we hit something 
we shouldn't have hit, and it didn't 
deter the terrorists."' Eitan said. 
"During one operation, before I was 
chief of general staff. I sent four 
planes home because they didn't 
have a target. They wanted to hit 
something any'way, but I wouldn't 
let them. It's no answer." 


Among the soldiers questioned, 
some said that wiping a tillage from 
the face of the eanh would not be a 
solution unless we could gei rid of all 
those who oppose us in the Middle 
E^i. Since that is impossible, they 
said, destroying one village would 
simply increase the enemy’s motiva- 
tion to hurt us. 

Pa'il said revenge is u natural 
response when our soldiers arc killed 
and injured, hut we should use our 
brains, not our instincts. 

On another programme on Kol 
Yisrael's Arabic serv'ice, Shlomo 
Uya. head of the IDF liaison unit in 
southern Lebanon, said the only 
weapon against terrorism is terror- 
ism and that Israel has options 
beyond those already used for 
"speaking the language the terrorists 
understand." 


High Court delays demolition of TA building

TEL AVTV. - The High Court of 
Justice last week issued a temporary 
injunction preventing the city from 
demolishing a historical building in 
Neve Zedek until the court hearing 
on the issue, to be held within 10 
days. 

The building, a structure with 
gothic pillars at 22 Rehov Elro'i. was 
^most torn down by municipal bull- 
dozers last week. No prior warning 
of the demolition, as required bv 
law. was given by the city. Zohara 
Homstein for the Society for Pre- 
servation and Renovation of Histor- 
ical Sites of Tel Aviv-Jaffa told The 
Jerusalem Post. 

At dawn Monday, police closed 
the area of the building and city 
inspectors with bulldozers prepared 


to tear down the building, in which 
eight families reside. When they 
were shown an injunction, issued by 
a magistrate's court - which Hom- 
stein had obtained after learning of 
the planned demolition, the city offi- 
cial in charge threatened her. she 
told The Post. 

The magistrate's court, however, 
ruled that it had no authority to issue 
an injuction because the city had 
issued an administrative demolition 
order for the building. 

Hornstein then applied to the 
High Court to put off the demoli- 
tion. 

Hornstein charged that the city 
was continuing to demolish historic- 
al old buildings, even in areas ear- 
marked for preservation and renova- 
tion. Tfie Renovation and Preserva- 
tion Socieiv. which has aireadv 


saved several old buildings believes 
that (his one also should be reno- 
vated. 

Municipal sources told The Post 
that the building is in a dangerous 
condition and must be vacated and 
tom down. 

The sources said the structure had 
no historical value, is on the border 
of the area to be preserved and muv 
not be part of it at all. They stressed 
that the city pasted warnings of the 
impending demolition on the build- 
ing four days before. 

Concerning the tenants, the 
sources said that the dry usuallx 
finds such people temporarj’ lodg- 
ings, until they find homes for them- 
selves. Some families have been 
offered housing solutions by the city, 
the sources said. 


Three night guards suspected 
in death of mental patient 


HADERa (Itim). - Three women 
employed as night guards at a mental 
home near here, who a police repre- 
sentative said are suspected or in- 
volvement in the death of a patient, 
were released on bail by a magis- 
trate’s court j udge on Friday. 

The representative said the body 
of the 34-year-old patient was found 
at 4 a.m. Iliursday, but that a doctor 
only came two hours later and police 
were informed at 7.20 a.m. Wien 
investigators arrived, they found 


that the dead woman's room had 
been cleaned and possible evidence 
removed, the representative said. 

The court was told that there was 
reason to betieve that the woman 
was a victim of violence carried out 
against her after she ran amok dur- 
ing the night and was tied to her bed .

that Hebrew studies in the Soviet 
Union are illegal. 

They wrote that the recent trials of 
several Soviet Jews indicate the ex- 
istence of regulations forbidding 
Hebrew studies. The signatories to 


the leners demanded that the Soviet 
authorities reveal these regulations. 

In Israel, Moshav Beit Yatir, in 
tile southern Hebron hills, recently 
"adopted" refusednik 'and -farmer 
Prisoner of Zion Boris Kalaadridv . 

In 1977. Kalandriov was barred 
from participating in a militaiy train- 
ing course on the grounds that he 
might pass on military secrets to his 
sister in Israel. Later he was expelled 
from school for Mling to do the 
course. 

After his expulsion he received a 
call-up order from the army, but he 
ignor^ it. In 1979 he was sentenced 
to two years in a labour camp for 
“evading the draft. ”

Israelis said 
doing business 
with China

Israeli businessmen arc trading 
with China through what one of 
them calls "a crack in the Chinese 
wall of Communism." According to 
a report on Kol ^'israel yesterday, 
the Chinese separate politics from 
economics. 

“They are merchants at heart and 
have a capitalist tradition," an 
Israeli businessman whose family 
had lived in China said. "Now tha’t 
there has been some liberalization 
and they can trade. I don't think 
anyone could put the clock 
back again to Mao's days." 

Dr. Avraham Shihor. a Hebrew 
University expert on China, is orga- 
nizine a seminar on trade with Chma 
which will be held on Tuesday under 
tbd'sponsorship of the Israe’l Man- 
agement Centre. ■ 

“The Chinese are less nervous 
now than they used to be about 
contacts with Israelis, because they 
are less dependent on Arab votes in 
the UN than they were previously," 
Shihor said. 

The businessmen, whose names 
were not mentioned, said the 
Chinese want consumer and indust- 
rial goods but have little money with 
which to pay for them. For thi.s 
reason, they prefer barter deals 
when these can be arranged. 

They want to buy achanced tech- 
nologies From Israel which the 
Americans will not sell to them the 
businessmen said, and are also in- 
terested In trade with Israel because 
they believe Jews have great influ- 
ence on western governments. 


No money to turn Tel Beersheba into park

BEERSHEBA. - Tel Beersheba, 
the oldest archelogica] site in this 
area, believed to date from 1100 
BCE, has been plundered and dam- 
aged. In addition there are insuffi- 
cient funds to turn the site into a 
national park. 

A tour guide who has been keeping 
track of the site, seven kilometres 
south of Beersheba, told The Jeru~ 
Salem Post that stone mortars have 
been stolen from the site and that 
walls on the site collapsed after un- 
identified persons removed stones 
from them. The area is not fenced in 
and cars often drive through it, the 
guide said. 

David Levinson, deputy director 


of the National Parks Authority, 
told The Post that the authority is 
aware of the problem, but cannot 
afford to finance its plan for convert- 
ing the site into a national park. 

At present the site is the respon- 
siblity of the Department of Anti- 
quities. 

The bead of the department's 
southern division. Prof. Rudolph 
Cohen, told The Post tiiat because 
the site is wide open it is easy for 
people to destroy it. “There are 
always human and natural damages 
to open-air sites,” he said. 

Cohen added that he hopes the 
Tel Beersheba site will in the end be 
like Tel Arad, where an important 
ancient ruin was rebuilt tiirough 
cooperation between his department 


and the municipalit}'- 

Tel Beersheba was inhabited dur- 
ing three eras, he said. The earliest 
was from the time of the Judges until 
the destruction of the First Temple 
(11(X) BCE-586 BCE). The second 
period was in the time of the Second 
Temple, and the last was in Roman 
times (2(X)-300 CE), when the area 
served as a fon city. The site w'as 
apparently later deserted and nerer 
resettled. 

In its heyday, in the eighth century' 
BCE. the city had a ^pulation of 
about i ,000, Cohen said. 

^cavatioos began at the site in 
the 1970s under Prof. Yohanan 
Aharoni of Tel Aviv University. 


UK to review arms embai^o when puUout ends

LONDON. - British Foreign Office 
Minister of State Richard Luce has 
indicated that once the Israeli with- 
drawal from the Lebanon is com- 
pleted, the government will review 
the arms embargo it imposed on 
Israel at tiie time of tiie invasion in 
June 1982. 

He was replying to questions in 
the House of Commons last week on 
arms sales policy towards the Middle 
East. Some -warned timt the 


Soviet Union could fill the vacuum in 
the region created by U.S. sales 
restrictions. One pro-Arab MP’s 
suggestion that Britain should cry to 
sell arms to Saudi Arabia found a 
hint of favour from Luce. "We hope 
it will be possible to sell certain 
equipment to them,” Luce said. 

Luce added that the criterion for 
selling arms was whether the items 
would increase the possibility of con- 
flict in the region. Each suggested 
sale would be examined on its own 
merits, he said.

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Chinese, Soviets slam 
Reagan over Nicaragua 


WASHINGTON. - China and the 
Soviet Union reacted angrily at the 
weekend to speeches by U.S. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan and Secretary 
George Shultz urging increased 
American assistance for Nicaraguan 
rebels. Shultzdeclared that failure to 
increase aid would condemn Nicar- 
agua “to the endless tyranny of 
Communist tyranny.** 

Shultz's statements, in a speech 
prepared for the Commonwealth 
Club of California in San Francisco, 
capped an unusually strong round of 
statements from the two men con- 
cerning the war-tom central Amer- 
ican country. Reagan's administra- 
tion is seeking 514 million in aid for 
the anti-Saiidinista rebels. 

Reagan, who devoted a radio 
address last Saturday to the Nicara- 
guan situation, told a news confer- 
ence Thureday night his objective 
was to “remove" the “present struc- 
ture" of the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment. 

China's official news agency 
yesterday attacked Reagan for sug- 
gesting he would remove the Sandin- 
isi government of Nicaragua unless it 
changed political tack. 

“TTie implication is clear - if the 
Nicaraguan government does not 
kowtow to the United States, the 


U.S. will o\'erthrow it," the New 
China News Agency said in a com- 
mentary from Washington. 

If Reagan did this, it would be like 
endorsing the Soviet intervention 
Afghanistan or Vietnam's invasion 
of Kampuchea, the agency said. 

Reagan’s remarks prompted the 
Soviets to surmise that he is deter- 
mined to overthrow the Sandinistas. 

Reagan "left no doubt that 
Washington harbours plans to crush 
the Nicaraguan revolution the offi- 
cial Soviet news agency Tass said in 
Moscovy on Friday. 

•‘The chief of the White House 
made it plain that his administration 
set itself the aim “removing" the 
Sandinista government by military 
force and installing in power in 
Nicaragua the top caste of the so- 
called “national guards" of Butcher 
(Anastasio) Somoza. who was over- 
thrown by the Nicaraguan people.*' 

Shultz criticized Congressional 
opponents of the Reagan adminis- 
tration's bid to win renewed assist- 
ance to the “contra" rebel forces, 
suggesting opposition now could 
mean more direct U.S. involvement 
in the region later on. 

"They are leading the United 
States down a path of greater dan- 
ger." Shultz said. 


Stop meddling in our affairs, 
New Zealand tells Soviets 


WELLINGTON. New Zealand 
( AP). - Prime Minister David Lange 
said Friday he had told the Soviet 
Union to stop meddling in New 
Zealand's affairs. 

Lange said he had made clear to 
Soviet Ambassador Vladimir Bykov 
that despite a ban on U.S. nuclear 
warships, “New Zealand is an un- 
shakeable member of the Western 
Alliance and that our policies are not 
directed at any of our traditional 
friends." 

Lange said he had criticized re- 
ports by the official Soviet news 
agency. Tass. on the Anzus military 
alliance, complaining “that report- 
ing about New Zealand's position... 
was not objective and not factual." 

The prime minister said he told 


the Soviet ambassador it was in- 
appropriate for another government 
to issue reports “quite mischievous- 
ly" implying New Zealand was 
opposed to the U.S. 

Relations between New Zealand 
and the U.S. have been strained by 
the Lange government's ban on 
visits by U.S. nuclear-powered and 
nuclear-armed warships. 

“I was emphatic that we wanted to 
have a responsible, unaggressive re- 
lationship with the Soviet Union," 
Lange said. 

“We have forged ^ood and sub- 
stantial business connections, but 
that ought not to be taken to pre- 
sume that we will suffer our position 
to be used as some sort of whip to 
have a crack at the U.S."

Thatcher trip to U.S. called 


failure as pound hits new low 


LONDON (.AP). - Prime Minister 
Margaret lliatcber returned from 
Washington Friday with the British 
pound trading at a record low and a 
blunt message from U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan that the Americans 
will not help stop the dollar's rise. 

British commentators complained 
that Thatcher was returning empty- 
handed despite her much-applauded 
speech to a joint session of Congress 
on Wednesday and her “special rela- 
tionship" with Reagan. 

The prime minister said before 
flying to Washington on Tuesday 
±at she planned to tell Reagan the 
dollar was too high and that its 
soaring value was hurting European 
economies. On Friday morning the 
pound was trading at a record low of 


S1.07S0 in reaction to Reagan's 
warning that America's trading part- 
ners should change their business 
practices and get their economies 
moving again. 

“Reagan blow to Maggie." said 
the headline in T/ic Evening S/ami- 
ard newspaper, which reported that 
Reagan sent lliatcher back across 
the Atlantic “with nothing but sym- 
pathy to help the ailing pound 
against the mi^ty dollar." 


A currency market analyst de- 
clared: “If the purpose of the prime 
minister's, visit was to persuade 
Reagan that the dollar was too high, 
then clearly it was a total failure. He 
has ruined any attempt to halt the 
pound's slide.'* 


UK troops kill three IRA men in ambush 


BELFAST (Reuter). - British 
troops shot dead three Irish Republi- 
can guerrillas in Northern Ireland 
yesterday in a pre-dawn ambush, 
police said. 

The troops, members of a uni- 
formed patrol, opened fire on the 
three in a field on the outskirts of 
Strabaoe. near the border with the 
Irish Republic, a police spokesman 
said. 

Three rifles and two rocket laun- 


chers. none of them fired, were 
recovered from the scene of the 
ambush, he added. 

Police said the dead man belonged 
to the IRA. which is fighting to end 
British rule In Northern Ireland. 

But Catholic politicians reacted 
angrily to the incident, accusing the 
security forces of killing the three in 
cold blood. 

Protestant politicians, however, 
praised the troops. 


Boy raised by wolves dies in poorhpu^ 


NEW DELHI (AP). - Ramu, the 
wolf boy." is dead. Ramu, who had 
been raised by wolves, walked on all 
fours and ate raw meat, died Mon- 
day in a home for the destitute near 
Lucknow, Uttar Pradesh, about 400 
kilometres southeast of New Delhi, 
the United News of India reported. 

Ramu. in his early 20s, had cre- 
ated a sensation in 1^6 when he was 
captured in a forest in the company 
of three wolf cubs. He was about 10 
years old at the time. 

When he was found, Ramu was 
walking on all fours. He had matted 
hair, his nails had grown into claws 
and his palms, elbows and knees 
were calloused, like the pads of a 


wolfs paws. 

He struggled furiously against 
capture. R^u bad been eating raw 
meat like his wolf companions. After 
he was captured be still was attracted 
by raw meat and would sneak out 
and attack chickens in the neigh- 
bourhood. 

After he was found, Ramu was 
handed over to Mother Teresa's mis- 
sionaries of charity who tried to 
humanize and socialize him. Ramu 
learned to bath and wear clothes, but 
never learned to speak. 

The exact cause of the death was 
not known, but he developed cramps 
two weeks ago and did not respond 
to medical treatment, UNI reported. 


Pope may meet Gromyko this week 


VATICAN ernt’ (Reuter). - Pope 
John Paul may interrupt a Lenten 
spiritual retreat to meet Soviet Fore- 
ign Minister Andrei Gromyko dur- 
ing the minister's visit to Rome this 
week, a Vatican spokesman said 
yesterday. 

“It is possible that the pope will 
meet Gromyko during his upcoming 


visit to Italy, a Vatican spokesman 
said in resf^nse to reporters' ques- 
tions. 

If it takes place, the meeting with 
Gromyko will be unusual, berause 
today the pope starts a week-long 
Lenten spiritual retzeat inside the 
Vatican, during which he normally 
has no official engagements. 


PARIS. - One person died and 15 
were injured yesterday when a bomb 
exploded outside a branch of the 
British-owned Marks and Spencer 
department store in central Paris, a 
shop spokesman said. 

Leonard Rochas, a foreman, was 
opening one of the doors at the store 
yesierdav morning when the bomb 
went off nearb>'. 

Investigators said witnesses re- 
ported that a man of a “European 
type'*' placed a duffel bag near the 
rear entrance of the store on the Rue 
des Mathurins. and left quickly. The 
bomb went off moments later, they 
said. 

The five most seriously injured 
people were standing close to the 
bomb when it exploded and suffered 
bums and cuts. 

A police spokesman said the blast 
caused extensive damage in the 
store's food department. There had 
been earlier bomb attacks on the 
store in 1976 and 19S1, but no one 
w'as injured in these blasts. 

The spokesman said a group cal- 
led the Revolutionary Caribbean 
Action had claimed responsibility 
for yesterday's blast. The group, 
which wants independence for 
France's West Indian territories, has 
said it was behind recent bombings 
in Guadeloupe in the Caribbean.

- A train over- 
crowded with wedding guests caught 
fire early yesterday in Central India 
and at least 50 people were trapped 
and burned to death and 12 injured, 
the United News of India reported. 

Salvage operations were under- 
way and it was possible that more 
bodies could be recovered from the 
disaster site in Madhya Pradesh 
State, said UNI, quoting a railway 
spokesman. 

The railway safety department 
said the fire stated in the third and 
fourth cars of the 11-car train. It 
declined to comment on a passen- 
ger's report that there was no 
emergency alarm system in the 
coaches. 


Criminal charges

NEW DELHI (AP). - The Indian 
government has filed criminal 
charges against 15 people for 
allegedly burning and looting Sikh 
property during the recent riots in.- 
vrixichjnore-than-2,'S00 SUdurwere 
killed. 

The charges filed in court were tiie 
first since the anti-Sikh riots in 
November that ravaged northern In- 
dia for four days. Hindu mobs ram- 
paged through Sikh neighbour- 
hoods, burning and hacking resi- 
dents to death. 

The riots, the worst since inde- 
pendence in 1947, were triggered by 
the assassination of Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi on October31 by two 
Sikh bodyguards.

Hayward, who died in the hospital 
on Thursday, spent the last year of 
his life fighting cancer, wluch he 
attributed to having smoked 60 
cigarettes a day for more thu 50 
years. 


Genscher urges party to support new head 


SAARBRUECKEN, West Ger- 
many (Reuter). - West German 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher urged members of bis Free 
Democratic Party (FDP) to unite 
behind the new leader and embrace 
more right-wing political philoso- 
phy as he stepped down as FDP 
chairman yesterday. 

Addressing a party congress in 
Saarbruecken Genscher. who re- 
tains his cabinet post, pledged full 
support for his designated successor. 
Martin Bangemann. and warned de- 
legates they must work together with 
him if the party was to regain its 
strength. 

“Tbe more that all of us help him 
in his difficult post, the more suc- 
cessful the new chairman will be at 
tbe head of our party," he said. 

Bangemann was later elected 
chairman with S9 per cent of the 
delegates' vote. 

Interrupted by frequent applause, 
Genscher told the congress that the 
FDP also had to forge a new place in 
the political spectrum as the party of

free enterprise and champion of in- 
dividual rights in a new technological 
era. 

The veteran foreign minister, who 
headed the FDP for more than 10 
years, bowed out under pressure 
from party members for a new lead- 
ership to reverse the liberal group's 


fii w I iniTig popularity with voters. 

Tlie FDP's popularity rating has 
slumped to 3 p» cent in recent 
opinion polls, a figure which would 
mean e^^ulsion from the Bonn Par- 
liament in an election. 

Bangemann is the Economics 
Minister in Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl's centre-ri^t coalition govern- 
ment. 

In his ferewell speech Genscher 
warned delegates that they had to 
break away form the left-liberal phi- 
losophies of the 1970s and turn the 
FDP into a dynamic force fitting 
for a free market economy. 

Genseber's speech underlined the 
FDP's drift to the right since it quit 
an alliance with the Social Demo- 
crats in 1982 to form a government 
with Kohl. 

Left-wing liberals fiercely 
opposed the coalition switch and 
have regularly sniped at Genscher 
since. They have submitted dozens 
of amendments to a new party prog- 
ramme due to be adopted at the 
two-day Saarbruecken congress. 


Cypriot president rejects censure motion 


NICOSIA lAP). - Cyprus was 
yesterday plunged into a major poli- 
tical crisis following the rejection by 
President Spyros Kyprianov of a 
parliamentary censure motion 
against him for his handling of nego- 
tiations with tfie Turkish Cypriots 
for the reunification of tjie war- 
divided island. 

The 35-member House voted 23- 
12 on Friday night approving a 
strongly worded motion supported 
by the 1 1 representatives of the pro- 
western right-wing Democrat Rally 
and the 12 representatives of the 
pro-Moscow Akel Party, in a rare 


display of unanimity. 

Ilie motion accused Kyprianou of 
rejecting efforts by the UN 
SccretaTy-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar for a settlement of the Cyp- 
rus problem and the reunification of 
Che island. Cyprus has been split into 
Greek and Turkish Cypriots sectors 
since the Turkish invasion in 1974. 

It called on Kyprianou to resign if 
he continued to reject the will of the 
majority on such an important 
national issue. 

In a lengthy statement Kyprianou 
said the "unprecedented" censure 
motion “created a crisis in the coun- 


try." He added that he would study 
the repercussions carefully and 
announce his decision through a 
proclamation to the people next 
week. 

Kyprianou made it clear he did not 
intend to resign however, stating 
that 'T do not believe that if 1 resign L 
will help in settling the Cyprus prob- 
lem." 

He blamed Turkish intransigence 
for the collapse of last month's sum- 
mit meeting in New York and re- 
jected all charges made agatner him 
in the parliamentary censure mo- 
tion. 


Wazi ordered tanks driven 




into Jewish homes in WWII’ 


LOS ANGELES (Reuter). > An 
alleged Nazi war criminal, Andrija 
Artukovic. was said to have ordered 
tanks to run over 5(X) Serbs during 
World War II. a prosecutor told a 
coon hearing Iasi Thursday. 

According to witnesses, .Artuko- 
vic. who has lived in the U.S. for 37 
years, also ordered tanks to be 
driven into homes where Jewish 
men, women and children were hid- 
ing in the then Nazi-controlled state 
of Croatia, the prosecutor. David 
Nimmer. .stated. 

“Witnesses saw the tanks emerge 
with blood and human flesh on the 
front of them." he said. 

Nimmer read from a batch of 
statements at the opening of an ex- 
tradition hearing for Artukovic. 
sought by Yugoslavia for alleged 
complicity in the e.xecution of 
TJQSJOQ Jews. Serbs and Gypsies 
during tbe war. 

Artukovic, wearing a blue and 
white dressing gown, sat expression- 
less in a wheelchair in a federal 
courtroom while an interpreter 
translated the proceedings into 
Croat for him. 

His family of five grown children 
say he is dmost blind, has had a 
series of strokes and has a heart 
condition. 

Artukovic. described by U.S. offi- 
cials as the highest ranking Nazi 
living in tbe U.S.. has been held in 
hospital without bail since he was 
arrested in the Los Angeles suburb , 
of Seal Beach last November.

Turkey rejects Bulgaria’s 
denial on ethnic Turks 


ANKARA (Reuter). - Turkey on 
Friday rejected Bulgaria's denial 
that its ethnic Turkish minority was 
being pressured into adopting 
Bnlgariao names. 

Bulgarian Ambassador Arguir 
Konstantmov was called to the Fore- 
ign Mmistry to receive a note calling 
for direct talks on the issue between 
the countries' foreign ministeis, a 
government statement said. 

In its first reference to reports 
Turks in Bulgaria had been killed or 
injured in a campaign to force them 
to adopt new names, the govern- 
ment said it had also received in- 
formation on the subject. 

“Despite tbe denial of the Bulga- 


rian authorities, the information 
they have given on this subject far 
from satisfies the Turkish govern- 
ment," it said. 


‘*Not only is the explanation 
offered, that the Turks have .ipplied' 
voluntarily, not credible, but in ilscU - 
it confinns the Bulgarization of the 
names." the government statement 
said. 


“This procedure of changing the ‘ 
names of Turks into Bulgarian ones 
and the pressure on the Turks in 
Bulgaria are not something that can 
be accepted or condoned b\ our 
government or people." the siato- 
ment said.

1,000 ice-bound whales set free 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - A thousand 
white whales were swimming free 
yesterday in the Bering Sea ^er a 
Soviet icebreaker cut through the ice 
which had trapped them in a sound 
near Alaska for seven weeks, a 
Soviet journalist reported. 

Rafail ' Bikmukhametov said the 
icebreaker Moskva reached the 
whales on Friday after taking three 
weeks to smash a 70-metre wide 
channel through 20 kilometres of 
ice. 

Bikmukhametov, of tbe govern- 
ment daily Izvestia said the strongest 
whales immediately set off for the 
open sea, while weaker ones held 
back initidly. Only about 40 of them 
^ed. 

The whales, up to six metres long 


and weighing some ] .5 tons, chased 
a huge shoal of fish into Senyavin 
Sound on January 2 and then found 
their exit barred by ice. Senvavin is 
by the Bering Strait between the 
Soviet Union and Alaska. 

Soviet authorities mounted the 
costly rescue operation after it be- 
came clear the whales could not free 
themselves.

Israel's democracy is in danger, 

warns Deputy Assistant-General Yehudit Karp.

he would not win too much support" 
-and a dangerous precedent was set. 
"His presence has constituted an 
immediate and grave danger to the 
state and to its people," Karp said. 

"Our democracy is in danger be- 
cause racism is the antithesis of the 
democratic system. The legal system 
is in danger because a racist is'using 
the law as a tool to further his own 
goals." 

The phenomenon of racism, the 
deputy attorney-general explained, 
has its roots in a negligent education- 
al system. "We do not properly 
teach democratic values, self-respect 


and respect for fellow human beings. 
We suffer from a lack of awareness 
of the fundamental ideals of demo- 
cracy.” 

In the legal realm, the aim must be 
to defend our democracy and to 
maintain its values while simul- 
taneously preventing tbe develop- 
ment of the sort of racist movement 
Kahane represents, smd Karp. 

How does one deal with an anti- 
democratic phenomenon in a demo- 
cratic system? “We must come up 
with a law that is carefully dehneo 
and will be applied justly." 

Karp noted that there are already 


several laws on the books which 
relate to racism, prohibiting acts of 
tenor and anti-government (or simi- 
larly harmful.) publicity, and grant- 
ing immunity' to members of the 
Knesset. 

"Every right can be used wrongly 
- even that of freedom of movement 
and speech," she added. “And 
sometimes there have to be limita- 
tions on rights. With the overriding 
concern being protection of one's 
right to privacy, our legal system 
must strive to reach a balance of 
values." 

When an international convention 
condemning racism was pa^ed in 
1966, Israel was one of thc^ who 
supported it. thus coinmicting itself 
to pacing a national anti-racism sta- 
tute. But local lawmakers never did 
this, according (o Karp, and used as 
an excuse the already existing - 
albeit only vaguely related - laws. 

“Not only because of (he agree- 
ment we signed nearly 20 years ago . 
but because we are Jews, wc are 
obligated to do something about 
this," she stressed. 

"We have, as Jews, suffered bit- 


terly. We can’t do the same thing to 
others. We must be humanistic and 
regard these others as equals." 

Karp's office has drafted a law, 
which has not yet reached the Ves- 
sel for discussion , prohibiting incite- 
ment against any individual or group 
on the basis of race, nationality or 
religion and prohibiting distribution 
of publicity castigating anyone on 
those grounds. The Ministry' of Jus- 
tice. she said, deliberated at great 
length over the wording of the law 
which was meant to be very specific. 

To those members of (he Israel 
Civil- Rights Association and other 
groups who criticize Karp's propos- 
al, she answers that its purpose is 
justified; to defend this country's 
democratic system. 

“The experience of the Weimat 
Republic has shown that one can't sit 
around and allow extremist groups, 
such as the Nazis, to rise through the 
ranks of a nation's government or 
legal system." she concluded. 

“We are today in a situation of 
real danger and we need to use the 
democratic tools we have at hand to 
fi^t racism."

riage. and deciding in advance how 
joint property will be divided, could 
eliminate family dispute later.

After 10 years of work in divorce 
mediation, Mandelbaum has en- 
countered a new problem just within 
tbe last few weeks - one which she 
also tied to premarital education. “I 
never tbou^t I would have to deal 
with a problem of concubines in 
Israel , but several cases have cross^ 
my desk recently- in which women 
feom Iran, Kurdistan and other 
Oriental countries - unwilling to 
divorced - have signed an agreement 
allowing their husbands to live with 
another woman while remaining 
legally married to them. 

“The husbands say such agree- 
ments were valid in their countries of 
origin, but I don't know whether it 
was rabbinical or secular courte 
which accepted them. Anyway, 
these men take up with young 
women here, often women of West- 


ern origiD. who are unaware of the 
problem and who discover only after 
they have a child that their common- 
law husband .is not free to marry 
them." 

Premarital education could warn 
such girls, Mandelbaum said, and 
she added that she wishes she knew 
how to reach Oriental women before 
they sign agreements to share their 
husbands. “Such women don't have 
sufficient sense of their own worth, 
just like the brides who are afraid of 
lo^g their imended husbands if 
tiiey broach the prenuptial agree- 
ment."

that has plagued us since we became 
an immigrant-absorbing nation: that 
what we have - so-called Western 
culture and values - are superior to 
the culture and values of the immig- 
rants. 

Now. even in this important 
sphere, only Eastern European 
Jewishness is sufficient. The Ethio- 
pians' religious leaders are being 
ignored, their own traditional values 
are being negated and all of this is 
being replaced by little black kaftans 
and a lisping sort of Hebrew. 

But what is going to happen to 
their familial and tribal structures? 
How are these children, forcibly 
educated in a strange manner which 
is even, at times, hostile to their 
basic cultural environment, going to 
perceive their religious leaders, their 
fathers, their traditional faith? 

One thing and one thing only 
sustained the Ethiopians throughout 
the centuries and that was the fact 
that they were Jewish. Now we're 
telling them that if they are Jewish 
(some doubt it), then they're not 
first- but second- or even third-class 
Jews. 

And one of the saddest things of 
all is that the new Ethiopian immig- 
rants don't even know that they have 
the exact same right to choose the 
school their children will attend as 
does every other Israeli. They don't 
know, no one tells them, no one 
explains anything and no one iisks 
them what they hvw/. 

Another place where absorption is 
being handled not by judicious plan- 
ners but by faceless buxeaucrats, is in 
the case of tbe Ethiopian names. If it 
weren't so sadly familiar, it would be 
laughable. 

We all know the stories - tragi- 
comic or just plain ira^c - of the way 
in which names of immigrants at 
Ellis Island gen distorted. Perhaps 
tbe classic one is about the last Jew in 
a line of 20. named Cohen who, 
when asked his name, said shoin

The only e.xception to this is b.ibies. 
who are not dry at night and aged 
persons who are incominom. 

Normal, healihy. responsible peo- 
ple sleep nude. So do a lot of heal- 
thy. normal, cultured and educated 
westerners. So what? Isa p>jam:i the 
hallmark of culture? Who says so? 
Vrlty must a l2-year-oId boy be m.ide 
to feel that he’s being relegated to 
infantile status by being dressed at 
night? Because the social worker is 
from a middle-class family with up- 
tight views about nudity? ’ 

In the end, it seems that we are 
unable to learn front the post, and 
that we are incapable of refraining 
from violating the rights of others. 

We must make them over in our 
own image - never mind what the 
image really is. We must treat them 
as defective children on the one hand 
and as political footballs on the 
other. In the end. of course, there 
will be no one to blame, since no one 
decided these things: they happened 
in the murky shadows of faceless 
bureaucracy.’

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Interview with Irwin S. Meltzer 

The ‘raider of companies’ 
takes on ailing Rogosin plant

. . S. Meltzer. an American in 
nis late fifties, says that his competi- 
tors^ call him the ‘’raider of com- 
panies. He buys a controlling in- 
terest in an ailing company, puts it 
back on its feet and then often suc- 
ceeds in selling it at a profit. 

Meltzer is now trying to revi\’e the 
Rogosin plant in Ashdod. and turn it 
into one of Israel's biggest export 
companies. 

“Do you plan to revive the com- 
pany so that vou can sell it at a 
profit?" 

There is a cold stare and his 
Miswer is; "Definitely not." 

Meltzer is tall and lean. ' with 
greying hair and penetrating eyes. 
He answers questions rapidly and to 
the point, in a pleasant and even 
voice. 

Meltzer explains that when he 
"raids" a company in the U.S.. it is 
usually one that he is not sentimental 
about. In such cases his only motive 
is profit. But he has special' feelings 
about Rogosin. which manufactures 
textiles and synthetic fibres, since he 
was one of the company's original 
owners together with Rogosin. He is 
now in the midst of transforming the 
plant into one which man^ac- 
ture mainly synthetic fibres for the 
tire indust^'. He explains that there 
are only a few companies in the 
world that specialize in such fibres. 
“Over 90 per cent of our productioil 
will be exported." he says. 

He went into this venture for pure- 
ly Zionist and not business reasons. 
“We understood that this plant 
would help keep new immigrants 
employed. This is what interested us 
most. For many years, as long as the 
company broke even or perhaps 
e\-en lost a little, we. the stockhol- 
ders were happy.” he said. 

It seems difficult to accept chat this 
tough businessman could also be a 
sentimental Jew. According to his 
ou'n estimates - and he refused to be 
specific - during the past year, since 
he has taken over the direct running 
of the company, he has been losing 
money “in the six-digit figures." 
Hii.*: includes the time he has to 
spend in Israel, rather than attend- 
ing and not tending to his other 
affairs, in the U.S. 

He seems to want to prove to the 
Israelis, and specially the workers at 
Che plant, that with proper manage- 
ment. any unprofitable plant in 
Israel can' be made profitable and 
export. 

“Now that I'm managing the com- 


pany I regret that I did not take a 
more active role 25 years ago. The 
way we let the com^ny run might 
have been acceptable 25 years ago, 
but it is impossible to go on this way 
today. If I or someone else hadn't 
stepped in a year ago and initiated 
changes, the plant would probably 
have to be liquidated now.” 

“In reply to a question Miltzer 
said that he was not planning to 
“raid" the textile company in the 
north, because he was busy getting 
his Ashdod plant on its feet- Also, 
the type of textiles that Ata manu- 
factures are not his line. 

There are not many companies 
like Rogc&in in the world, he con- 
tinued. making fabrics for the tire 
and conveyor &lt industry. It won't 
be easy to make Rogosin competi- 
tive because the few companies that 
exist are mostly in developing coun- 
tries where labour is cheap. But he is 
confident that he can make up for 
the higher wages paid Israeli work- 
ers by increasing their productivity. 

When he stepped into the man- 
agement of the plant it was after 
many months of a crippling strike. 
The morale of the workers was low 
and they had a complete distrust of 
management. 

First of all, Meltzer brought in 
new management, headed by two 
young Israelis. “We recognized that 
after the nine-month confrontation 
with the workers a complete change 
was called for,” he said. 

It is we who manage the plant 
now. and not the workers commit- 
tee, he added. 

“We did not try’ to break the 
committee." he continued. “We 
simply defined to them what we 
expected from ourselves and what 
we expected from them. HU I came 
in. if we wanted to hire a worker, or 
even a supervisor, we needed the 
committtee’s approval. I put my foot 
down on that. We are now in charge 
of hiring and firing. 1 told the work- 
ers that what had happened in the 
past and brought about the conflict, 
was the fault of the previous man- 
agement. There was a void in the 
mant^ement at that time and the 
workers committee filled that void. I 
cannot blame the committee and the 
Histadriit for doing that.” he said. 

'Tm now dedicating 100 per cent 
of my time to the company. Even 
^'faen I'm in America I'm in steady 
contact and know what is happening 
all the time.” be went on. 

Meltzer said that in Israel a mana- 
ger has to decide, improvise, do 
vaript|5 acrobatics , compete with 400

per cent inflation, try to cut red tape 
and understand one of the most 
complicated government bureaucra- 
ciesintheworld. “Inshort. Israelisa 
fantastic training ground. I'm ex- 
periencing something very unusual 
here. I'm sure that what I've learned 
in a few months here, would take a 
lifetime in America. 

“When I came in. I told everyone 
of the workers what was expected of 
him on a day-to-day basis. I ex- 
plained that I wanted the plant to be 
run like a business, and not like a 
shut. I also said that we expect a S40 
miUiOD turnover this year and that to 
do this we need the cooperation of 
everyone." 

“1 know that I'm being tested 
every day. 1 have to prove to the 
workers that I know my business, 
know what I'm talking about and am 
not in it for a quick profit." 

Productivity has gone up by more 
than 100 per cent during the past half 
year. T^ is without adcUng any 
more pefsonnel, and using the same 
equipment."! had the huizpah to 
claim that the workers could get 
more production out of the same old 
equipment,*' he said. 

“At first, the workers were in a 
state of shock, not believing that it 
could be done. Then I took a gamble 
and sent a ^oup of key people to 
visit competitive plants in the U.S. 
They just could not believe their 
eyes. 'They realized that Meltzer was 
not off his rocker, and that what I 
had said could be done at Rogosin 
was being done in plants in Amer- 
ica.” 

In future. Meltzer plans to put all 
workers through intensive retraining 
programmes. "I also have an expan- 
sion programme, based on more 
sophisticated equipment. This will 
enable us to increase production 
considerably without having to in- 
crease the present number of work- 
ers to any extent.” he added. 

He explained that what is holding 
back the expansion plans is govern- 
ment red tape, since he has not yet 
received clear-cut answers about the 
help he can expect. 

“There is no question in my mind 
that we will be successful/'

WALL STREET WEEK 

Prices stalled just below 
psychological 1,300 barrier 


NEW YORK (AP). - As stock 
prices have levelled off in the past 
couple of weeks. Wall Street has 
been confronted once again with talk 
of a “psychologica] bamer'' in the 
market's path. 

The wall is presumed to stand at 
the 13X) level in the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average - a point at which 
the market's eariy 1985 rally has 
stalled three times since late last 
month. 

Some money managers at invest- 
ing institution, it is said, have picked 
that round number as an automatic 
reference point to do some re- 
planned selling. 

If enough market participants sub- 
scribe to the view that the market 
will have trouble getting past Dow 
1,300. then their belief ran become 
self-fulfilling. 

In the 1970s. the 1.000 level in the 
average was often considered a ma- 
jor obstacle blocking the market's 
progress. Indeed, it took more than 
a decade from the time the average 
first reached that point to launch a 
major rally beyond it. 

But analysts like Anthony Tabeli 
at Delafield. Harvy. Tabeli Inc. in 
Princeton. New Jersey, say the sig- 
nificance of round numl^rs in a 
single gauge like the Dow can be 
greatly exaggerated. 

“The market strength which has 
characterized 1985 to date has en-

TEL AVIV. - Oil exploration shares 
stole the show on the stock market 
last week - a Vi’eek which came in like 
a lion and uent out like a lamb. 

On Sunday, prices rose sharply, 
but on the following three daw 
profit-taking pressure nuilt up. and 
on Thursday there was a "serious" 
wave of selling. 

Nevertheless, nearly all offers of 
the “solid" shares were picked up 
without the shares going “sellers 
only." M^ny shares, however, did 
drop considerably in price on Thurs- 
day. 

The shekel was devalued by about 
.> per cent last week and it is against 
this figure that the results of the 
various inde.xes must be evaluaiecj. 
Anything which rose by more than 3 
per cent gained in value: anything 
which rose by less than 3 per cent feU 
in price. 

The General Share Index rose by 
4.07 per cent, but the non-bank 
index rose by only 1 .27 per cent, with 
the “arrangement" shares rising by 
5.50 per cent, thus bringing up the 
general average. Commercial banks 
not in the "arrangement” also did 
quite well, rising by 3.60 per cent, 
and much of this was due to the 
interest in First International. 

This bank, the country's fifth- 
lorgest. is generally the first to pub- 
lish its financial statements, and so 
far. it has always managed to turn in 
niae profits. 

Interestingly enough, before a 


firm publishes its results, ‘here is 
sharp interest in ns share- m ht 
stock market. Is this an 
that there are iru^iders who know 
about the results betore they are 

officially published? 

Although oil exploration shares 

dipped badly on 'Thursdux . they cn- 
deothe week by nsing per 

cent. Since the beginning ol the year 
ihev have risen b> 100 per cent. 

whichisafabulousmcrea.se. 

Their rise is due mainly to rcpivts j. 
that Seismiea is about to Kiunch q 
major drilling effort in the Dead 
area But as one financial- adviser 
noted wrily last week, "there i- quite 
a gap in time before announcing that 
drilling- will take place, until aetual 
drilling does take pjoce - imd then 
one has to wail for oil to be found. 

At any rate, anyone who jumped 
on the oil exploration bandw agon at 
the beginning of the year, less than 
two months ago. saw the value of his 
inx-estment scar like a gusher of 
“black gold." 

The week's worst performance 
was turned in by general investment 
companies, down by 2.09 p*cr cent, 
followed by chemicals, rubber and 
plastics, dewm by 1.56 per cent.

UN seeks $1.5b. inunediately for African aid 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). - 
The UN appealed yesterday for S1.5 
billion iji immediate additional fund- 
ing to help 20 drought-stricken Afri- 
can countries. 

A report prepared by the UN- 
Office for Emergency Operations in 
Africa said the unprecedented criris 
in the region, affecting 150 million 
people, 30 million of them already 
starving, showed little rign of abat- 


ing soon even if drought conditions 
improved markedly. 

Extraordinary, large-scale action 
was needed to meet the food and 
other needs of 10 million displaced 
people and others affected by the 
catastrophe, the report said.

Despite dismal night in Madrid,

Interpol has put out an all-points 
bulletin across Europe looking for 
the real Maccabi Tel Aviv.

TTffi GOVERNMENT'S decision to withdraw from southern 
Lebanon has not laid the issue to rest. On the contrar>\ the 
re^nt wave of heightened terror, which has now prompted 
suffer amy penalties and measures of control against the local 
population, has intensified the public debate. 

That debate ranges all the way between those, like Tehiya 
leader Ynval Neuman, ivho urges the government to hold and 
annex all the territory south of the Litani River, to those, like 
Prof. Clinton Bailey, familiar with the Lebanese Shia, who 
advopite complete Israeli withdrawal behind the international 
frontier and dismantling of the south Lebanese militia force 
that Israel sustains. 

^ Arrayed between these limits are multiple ideas and posi- 
tions that try to square the circle of withdrawal from Lebanon 
with security for Israel's northern border. Somewhere in that 
^ay, the government has taken its own stand. Precisely where 
is, however, not yet clear. 

Partly, this unclarity derives from differences within the 
cabinet. Those differences have led to a formula which 
advocates withdrawal to the international border, but only in 
stages, and review of the process at each stage. 

But even within this broad formula there is ambiguity about 
what complete withdrawal means. For the government has not 
decided to jettison the south Lebanese militia. It intends to 
maintain it and thereby to maintain free access for Israeli 
military surveillance of a strip, as yet still not demarked. of 
southern Lebanon. 

'With so many positions contending with each other in the 
political and military market place and with so much ambiguity 
attendant upon them, it must be concluded that there is an 
overriding problem of conception. 

That problem, we all know now. burdened Israel's incursion 
into Lebanon from the start. The aim of a ’'small" war designed 
to knock out the PLO became overlaced with the aims of a 
bigger war designed to bring the Christians to power in 
Lebanon, reduce the Syrians, and establish a new political 
relationship between Lebanon and Israel. 

The smsdler aim was achieved in part - the PLO military 
structure, and especially its presence in southern Lebanon, was 
destroyed. The larger aims were all frustrated. It is to the credit 


of the present government that its decisions are not weighted by 
idu 


a residual and unrealizable desire to salvage anything ffom 
these larger aims in order to “justify" the war. 

But destruction of the PLO structure has not eliminated 
terrorism. There is daily evidence for that. However, what is 
not dearly articulated is that today '.s terror attacks against 
Israel's troops in Lebanon are not the same as the previous 
PLO attacks against Israel. 

Today’s attacks, largely by Shi'ite gunmen, are against 
Israel's occupation. They are not, at least not yet. against 
Israel. To argue, therefore, that Israel must remain in Leba- 
non. in whatever form, to guard against terror is to invoke an 
argument that applied before 1982. to the threat of the PLO. to 
the entirely different situation that exists today. It is to argue 
that even the aims of the small war were not achieved. And. 
ironically, this is argued most vehemently by those who believe 
most vehemently that those aims were, in fact, achieved. 

If the present Shi’ite terror is against Israel’s militar}' 
presence in southern Lebanon, exit from Lebanon should still 
it. Continued military presence will only magnify’ it and create 
motivations for trans’forming it into terror against Israel, that 
not even withdrawal will stem. 

The fuel for such motivations exists in Lebanon and else- 
where, But it has not yet entered the Shia mainstream, and 
Israel should have no interest in pennitting that to happen. 

Only a complete withdrawal behind the frontier can elimin- 
ate the incentive for Shia hostility. If that means dismantling 
the south Lebanese militia force as we have know*n it and which 
we have supported until now, so be it. And the quicker that 
withdrawal the better. 

If it should emerge that Shi'ite. or any other form of terror, 
does tiy to follow us across the border, Israel's military might 
and miiitary options will be better and more forcefully realized 
to smash such a threat from behind our border than they can be 
today, deployed and exposed as our troops are, in a hostile 
environment. 

Both those who feel the war achieved at least something, 
namely extirpation of the PLO in the south, and those who 
believe the war achieved nothing, should be able to agree on 
that.

I NEVER realized to what extent 
ours had become a riolent society 
until, as a guest of the Jerusalem 
Police, 1 joined a night patrol in the 
autumn of 1983. We were urgently 
called to a school building where a 
municipal election meeting, addres- 
sed by MK Menahem Porush, was 
in progress. 

On arrival, it became clear that 
this was a “religious" meeting. The 
faithful in their sombre apparel were 
agitatedly milling about. My two 
uniformed companions - from in- 
struction or disinciination - re- 
frained from entering the' fray and so 
I. in civilian attire, went inside the 
bunding to reconnoitre. 

The audience in the packed class- 
room consisted of yeshiva students, 
divided into two camps: the Ashke- 
nazi supporters of Porush and a 
newly formed organization called 
The Sephardi Tora Guardians. 
Obviously an outsider, I lingered at 
the door under the hostile gaze of the 
milling hassidim, the news of a

grabbed hold of rabbi's jacket 
and yelled in his face until he was 
pulled away.

Israel has more than 40 years experi- 
ence in this field, and since one tends 
to practise one's ^dalities, the 
technique has spilled over from the 
security services into police crime 
detection.

lo^cal pressure must be applied to 
br^ his resistance. 


In Israel the courts have on 
numerous occasions had to deal with 
cases where a confession was subse- 
quently retracted on the grounds 
that it was obtmned “under &ress." 
The court, aware of police proce- 
dures, is faced with the dilemma of 
having to admit the confession no 
matter bow it was obtsuned, or ac- 
quit. Not an ea^ task for Israel’s 
impeccable judidaxy. 

There have been many successful 
proseentions based on confessions. 
On the other hand, one can point to 
unsuccessful ones too, die crudal 
difference often revolving around 
evidence heard m camera, not a 
satisfoctory procedure at the of 
times.

Yuli and bb wife Tanya were the 
first contact I made while in Mos- 
cow. When opened die door and 
said shalom, it was like going from 


darkness to light. The light shone 
through the Hebrew books on the 
shelves, the pictures of Israeli scenes 
on the waUs, Tanya's lighting the 
Shabbat candles and the idibbalat 
Shabbat and festive meal that fol- 
lowed. and. at the end of Shabbat, 
Tanya's holding the candle we 
broujght while YuU chanted havdaia.

“mv people" we must do our share.

Sir, - Cynthia Bellon. in her arti- 
cle of February 3, repeats the oft- 
quoted myth of Moslem tolerance 
towards Jews (in thb case from Ber- 
nard Lewb’ Islam in History) that 
“In the East there had never, or 
almost never, been a pogrom of the 
Jews." 

Thb is just not tree. It was, in fact, 
the Arab Moslems who initiated 
some of the worst aspects of Jewish 
persecution, which were copied, re- 
fined and developed by Christianity. 
For example (taken from Martin 
Gilbert's Atlas of Jewish History): 

850 CE; Iraqi Jews forced to wear 
a yellow patch on their clothing, the 
first such incident in recorded his- 
tory, as well as other forms of 
oppression. 

887 CE: The “badge of shame” 
introduced into Europe when the 
Arab Moslem rulers of Sicily im- 
posed this outrage upon the Jews of 
Sidty. It was adopted by Christianity 
350 years later, at Oxfbrd in 1220. 

1()66 C.E.: The first large-scale 
pogrom in Europe took place in 


Granada, Spain, when Arab Mos- 
lems 5,000 Jews. In 1096. 

30 years later, at the start of the 
Crudes, the Christians set out on 
their path of murder and mayhem 
against Jewbh communities with 
massacres throughout Germany. 

From the year 800 CE. the Jews of 
North Africa have been subjected to 
periodical massacres, forced conver- 
sions to Islam, heavy taxation (not a 
"slender poll tax" as Ms. ^Uon 
says) and other faoitors, as well as 
everyday humiliatioas such as the 
wearing of distinctive dothing. Jews 
in Iraq, Syria, Yemen, etc. suffered 
no less. 

It b tree that the persecution of 
Jews under Islam never reached the 
scale of that under Chrbtianity, but 
it was just as horrible and persistent. 
It is. therefore, a dangerous trend to 
try and ignore or whitewash this fact, 
for it could lead to mistaken hopes 
and conclusions as to die attitude of 
modern Islam towards Jews and 
Israel.

Sir, - Avner Tomaschoff (“Settle- 
ments now” - February 6) suggests 
that criteria applied by the current 
Israeli government to settlement 
policy “would make Israel's found- 
ing fathers blush with shame.” 

Tomaschoff U provocative in so 
far as Katznelson, Ben-Gurioa, 
Sharett and Weizmann are no Icmger 
alive and thus caimot state their 
views, and neither Tomaschoff nor 
anyone else can know what they 
would have thought about the settle- ' 
ment policy of Begin, Shamir or 
Peres. 

Yet we can say with confidence 
that most of the founding fathen 
sought to coexbt with the Arab 
population in Palestine. Zionists 
aimed at the creation of a new Jewish 
homeland, state and culture. 1 have 
never found a shred of evidence to 
support TomaschofTs contention 
that the primary objective of settle- 
ments was “to bury the illusion of a 
Palestinian Arab homeland.” 

Yet we do know that, while Jabo- 
rinsly and Begin raved about a Jew- 
bh State on both sides of the Jordan, 
river, the mainstream of Zionist' 
leadership accepted compromise 
with the Palestinians at ev^ junc- 
ture. In 1937, Weizmann advocated 
a binationd state and in 1947, the 
Labour Zionist movement accepted 
the partition of Palestine into Jewish 


and Arab states. Ben-OurioD said 
that he would trade every dunam 
captured in 1967 fbr a genuine and 
la^ng peace agreement. 

Nor would the founi^g fetheis 
agree that Palestinian consdqusness 
was born of Jewbh “enedura^ 
ment," as Tomaschoff states. Weiz- 
mann wrote that the world would 
judge Israel on foe basis of its treat- 
ment of Palestinian Arabs because 
he knew thm national claims had 
merit. 

It b one matter for Tomaschoff 
and other settlers to create facts 
which leave Israel bereft of ^ Jew- 
ish ideab which; in the long run, are 
the only guarantees of Jewbh surviv- 
al. It is quite another to claim foe 
support of dead Zionists who embo- 
died those very Jewbh ideab Tomas- 
dioff hates. 

Martin Buber, himself a founding 
tether of Zionism as well as the 
leading Jewish philosopher of our 
time, wrote in I960: “Ifre future of 
the Near East depends on the 
realization of Jewish-Arab col- 
iaboration." That belief, shared in 
its essence by foe Yifouv and by the 
Israeli government of that time, has 
. been contradicted in spirit and tect 
by the Israeli government settlement 
policies which make coexistence im- 
possible.
